Method of Cleaning a Poultry House. 

Remove all the loose litter and 
dirt. The fixtures as roosts, nest 
boxes, dust box, etc., should be re- 


Sadeaving’ ¢ quali- | moved; tireropghly scrubbed with hot 


lye water, and theif-expased’to the 
With fixturés out, the ostling 
should be thoroughly 
swept. If water under pressure is at 
band the scrubbing out can be great- 
ly facilitated by turning on a power- 
ful stream of water. Should water 
pressure not be available a good 
scrubbing can be given all woodwork 
of walls and floors, using hot lye 
water (3 pounds of lye to 25 gallons 
of water). Follow the scrubbing 
with lye water. A good formulac for 
whitewash is ac follows:— 


Unslaked lime, 2 pecks. 

Spanish whiting, % pound. 

Salt, 1 peck. 

Glue, 1 pound. 

Rice flour, 3 pounds. 

Crude carbolic acid, 2 quarts. 

Water enough so that it can be 
applied easily dnd thoroughly. 


Keeping Yards Clean. 

It is highly degirable to alternate 
| yards in such a way that they can be 
\‘used for garden crops every second 
year. If this can not be done fre- 
quent ploughing and applications of 
lime is the next best way of aiding 
the soil purification processes. Wih- 
out proper care of the yards, it Is 
only a matter of time until they be- 
come polluted, with pevasites, cocci- 
diosig and pathogente bacteria. 
Disposal of Manure. 

The dropping boards should be 
cleaned daily and the manure remov- 
ed to a closed storage box. The 
practice of using sand be dropping 
boards is a good one. / Failure to 
keep the birds safely away from ma- 
nure of all kinds favors the trans- 
mission of disease ani intestinal 
‘Parasites. All dead birds should be 
destroyed by burning,.. burial is us- 
ually not satisfactory unless the-per-" 
son doing the undertaker work will 
bend his back enough to make a 
deep grave and thereby put the car- 
cass down below harm's way. 
Cleaning Utensils. 


All pans, troughs and fountains that” 


can become contaminated, ‘should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfetted 


-€ach week, Roosts may be sprayed 


weekly with a mixture of equal parts 
of crude carbolic acid and coal cli, 
such practice will uid in keeping the 
louse pest in check. 

The establishment of conditions 
favorable to the health of the poultry 
flock may seem a ldt of work, but 
success and profit cannot be expected 
if the work is nof done in a thor- 
ough and practical way. The practice 
of letting things go from day to day 
or week to week will not go in the 
poultry business and has written the 
pee failure across the efforts of 
mapy a would-be poultryman.—L. 
Stevenson, Dept. Extension, O. A. 
College. 

FEEDING OF RAPE. 
Good fof-Chickens, Lambs, Pigs ana 
Steers. 


This crop, now grown quite exten- 
“sively inthe counties where large 
numbers of etcer: and lambs are fed, 
requires some care in feeding. Very 
youns cattle and lambs are frequently 
affeaied by too liberal use of this 
crop and results have not. always 
been profitable. But properly han- 
dled this crop makes a vaiued_addi- 
tion to the autumn feed eupplies of 
the farm, being green and palatable, 
it in retished by aib farm animals 
fron; the chicken to the cow, 

When cut for soiling ft should be 
fed at once, wilting spoils the flavor 
and it heats quickly if piled. Cut- 
ting has an advantage in that three 
crops may be obtained in a season 
siving a very large tonnage. 

Rape cannot be fed to milking cows 
if the product is to be sold as milk, 
cheese, or butter. An undesirable 
cabbage flavor wili stick to the dairy 
product. For dry cows and young 
stock on the dairy farm it is a very 
desirable feed. 

For lambs, rape is excellent, but 
care must be taken to prevent. bloat, 
which is very likely to follow. Have 
the lambs pretty well Glled with 
drier feed before turning them on 
the rape patch, and give them a part 
time run on grass In an adjoining 
field i¢ possible. Rape wet with rain 
or heavy dew is dangerous to a hun- 
gry animal, either sheep or cattle 
pigs do not seem to be affected. 
Frozen rape has its dangers and rape 
as the sole feed is not always satis- 
factory: Use it rationally in that 
the animal is given other feeds each 
morning before being turned into the 
rape field that they may become used 
to it and not overeat of this bulky 

easily-fermented feed. Once the stock 
are used to rape they can remain on 
the field without danger, nevertheless 
ft fa good policy to watch them close- 
ly for evidences of bloat or raps 
poisohing.—L. Stevenson, Dept..

The principal legend which explains how the 
wolf was adopted for the family crest is as follows: 
One day, long years ago, a great lava eruption 
took place, ut Gitwunsilkqu, on the Upper 
River. The molten mass pushed the waters of the 
river back across the ley to the mountain-side 
and formed a great lava plain, which extended 
from the head waters of the Kshluich to the 
canyon, at Gwinaha. The fiery flow overwhelmed 
villages and fishing hamlets in its path, and the 
people fled to thesurrounding hills. Among these 
ugitives was an Indian chief named Gum-lu- 
gidis, the ancestor of the owner of the pole. 
Gum-lu-gidis fled, with his family, to the high- 
lands of the Shkamal River where they camped. 
Night after night they had no rest, but were dis- 
turbed by weird sounds and voices accompanied 
by the beating of tomtoms. At length the Chiei 
and some of his braves determined to set out and 
discover where the sounds came from. The legend 
~-~deaeribes how they found themselves in the abode 
of “Lultite.. Spirits of the Dead, where they 


beheld many strattge_.thin escaping from 
these haunted regions, Gilt s, overcome by 
fear, again took up his flight, across the 


Grease Trail to the Skeena River, leaving the 
Naas, with its terrors, far behind. When the 
winter snows had melted and the ice had left the 
river, Gum-lu-gidis and his companions travelled 
down the Skeena River, in dugouts made from 
cottonwood trees, until they reached the island of 
Khern, now known as Kaien Island, on which 
Prince Rupert is situated. Not very long after 
they had settled at Khern, Gum-lu-gidis’ rest was 
once more disturbed, this time by the nightly 
howls of wolves which seemed to be calling Gum- 
lu-gidis by his name. The old fear overcame him 
once more, for he thought the spirits of the lava 
had again found him out. After the howling had 
continued for two nights, the old Chief determined 
to meet his fate. Dressed in his ceremonial 
dancing robes, with face painted and his long hair 
tied in a knot, after the manner of the warriors of 
his tribe, he set out alone fromthe camp armed 
with his Chief’s tomahawk, set with abalone shell. 
Following the direction from which the sounds 
proceeded, Gum-lu-gidis e face to face with 
sar white wolf. ig his tomahawk pre- 
Pi to defend himself he noticed the animal 
was in great pain and unaware of his approach, as 
it was trying in vain to sual Sage a sharp piece of 
deer’s bone which had pier: its jaw. Gun-lu- 
gidis said to the wolf ‘Brother, do me no harm 
and I will remove the bone which otherwise will 
cause your death.” After Gum-lu-gidis had re- 
moved the bone, the wolf became very friendly; 
and each time the Chief went out hunting, the 
white wolf killed a deer for him; thus supplying 
him and his family with food. 

So, the legend states, Gum-lu-gidis adopted the 
white wolf for his ‘““Ayouks” (crest) and in his 
ceremonial dances always wore a white wolf 
skin robe. 

After some years of peace, Gum-lu-gidis became 
homesick; and he returned to the Naas, for he 
Yonged to fish once more in the waters of the 

liich, where the “hanginwezuch” (white - 
salmon) spawn.

We Ugg a Hen as a Live 


A few years ago we started using a 
hen in connection with our brooder 
stove and liked the arrangment so well 
that we now use one for every brood. 

We try to set a hen when we set 
the incubators, but if none are broody 
at that time and set later we let her 
eet and put some chicks under her 
and take the hen off a day later than 
the incubators. 

We use a coal-burning brocder stove 


with the hen right with them. The 
hen will cover some of the chicks, bu 
they will soon find out that all cannot 
keep warm there and will seek the 
‘warmer atmosphere under the hover 
and spread out from the hen to the 
stove, 

After the chicks area week old the 
hen is tied with a string about three 
feet long to keep her from scratching 
the feed and is put to bed in a small 
pen about 3x3 feet. At night. the 
smallest chicks are put under the hen, 
as these aro usually the ones the 
larger chicks tramp and crowd away 
from the stove.

Look Your Hens Over. 


When is a hen laying? The ques- 
tion is often asked, “Can you tell 
whether or not a hen is laying?” This 
is vary easy and requires but a,few 
observations. When a hen commences 
laying the conditions set up in the re- 
productive organs are very similar to! 
conditions in any pregnant animal. 
Preparation is made for laying, much 
as for parturition in a cow. 

When the ovary is dormant and no; 
eggs are being produced the distance 
between the pelvic bones is very small. 
The vent is dry, small, puckered, and 
in yellow fleshed chickens has a de-| 
cided band of yellow pigment around 
the inside. When laying commences 
the pelvic bones become pliable and 
spread apart. The distance may in- 
crease from one to three fingers in a 
short time. The vent becomes large 
and moist and after two or three eggs 
have been laid the ring of yellow pig- 
ment has disappeared and the vent {s 
bleached.

Tourists Buy Our Fresh 
Garden. Stuff. 


Last sunimer we sold all our fresh 
garden stuff ‘to the tourist camp lo- 
cated near our farm. Two evenings 
a week we loaded the car with nicely 
sorted and cleaned bunches of vege- 
tables and called on the campers. We 
sold young red beets, carrots, green’ 
onions and radishes for five cents a 
small bunch. Corn, cabbage and cu- 
cumbers also found a ready sale. 

There was a demand, too, for some 
canned things. For instance, a few 
jars of freshly ground and prepared 
horseradish always went well. Every- 
thing was sold in small amounts— 
small bunches of vegetables; pint jars 
of fruit; tiny glasses of jam. Tourists 
don’t want extra food to pack. Paper 
sacks holding two pounds of new po- 
tatoes sold best. 

Each trip netted us around $3, 
Prices were gauged by those at the 
local stores, We didn’t make enough 
to pay for a truck to do the hauling 
but we did think it well worth the 
two trips a week in the car. Our gar- 
den wasn’t large enough to supply the 
demand, so this year we are going to 
plant more vegetables and in greater

These napkin rings are easy and 
fun to make. Cut a flexible cardboard 
foundation, 6 inches long and 1% 
inches wide. Form a ring by bring- 
ing the ends of the cardboard founda- 
tion together. 'To prevent a ridge 
where the ends join, do not lap,* but 
glue the ends down to a small cut of 
cardboard laid just inside the ring 
where the two ends meet. 

You must next choose material for 
covering the ring. Mary chose some 
pretty flowered glazed chintz. “She 
found it in the scrap bag and its 
colors were soft blue, -green, and 
rose.

You, are now ready for the photo- 
graph and the outside covering. Glue 
the picture, an unmounted snapshot, 
on to the ring and trim off the edges, 
if the picture is wider than the ring, 
Cut the covering material 6%4 inches 
long and exactly. 1% inches wide. Cut 
neatly and sharply so there will be no 
frayed ends or edges. Measure: and 
cut an oval or square out of the 
centre just large enough to frame the 
face of the snapshot. Spread the back 
with glue, centre the opening care- 
fully over the picture and working 
both ways, away from the picture, 
smooth it on to the ring. Watch the 
edges and keep. them straight. Do 
not try to fold in any raw edges; they 
will not fray after they have been 
glued down. 

The picture may be omitted entirely 
if preferred, or you may like to lise 
the snapshot of a pet instead of your 
own picture.

World Wheat Prices and 
Their Lesson. 
By Charles W. Peterson. 

Wheat has appropriately been called 
the “Staff of Life.” It ts tho great 
commodity upon which the world has 
mainly depended for sustenance since 
the days of anctent Egypt, and as cen- 
turies roll by and the population of the 
world increases, and with It the pres- 
sure upon food resources, and econe- 
mies In consumption become more ur- 
gent, the reliance upon this cereal will 
become greater and greater. No sub- 
stitute for wheat has ever beon dis- 
covered or developed. On the con- 
trary, tho great rice-eating nations, 
with their teeming miNions of human- 
ity, are beginning to turn to wheat 
consumption at an ever-increasing 
rate, Tho future for wheat is assured, 
No other crop can, without a compara- 
tively enormous labor cost, produce as 
much food value per acre as wheat. 
And food value is what the population 
of the world will pay for in the future. 

There is no subject which interests 
the Canadian farmer more than the 
price of wheat and there is no com- 
modity produced in the work! that has 
4 more ancient and more bewildering 
historical record. From the beginning 
of the thirteenth century up to about 
1575, wheat sold in the British market | 
all the way from seven cents up. to) 
forty-five cents per bushel, the average 
being about twenty cents. Prices then 
rose rapidly, and, in 1595, we apparent- 
ly enter a new era as we encounter, 
for the first time {n human history, 
“dollar wheat.” During the seven- 
techth century the average price of 
wheat was $1.17 per bushel. During 
the elghteenth century, $1.20, and dur- 
ing the nineteenth century, $1,783. As 
we enter the twentieth century, be- 
tween the years 1900 and 1922, the 
average was $1.28 per bushel. In the 
period 1752 to 1799, wheat only fell 
below the dollar mark. during four 
years. Between 1799 and 1886, aver- 
age wheat prices did not go below the 
dollar for any single year. 

Then came the great agricultural 
tragedy of the centuries. With cheap 
transportation on land and sea, Can- 
ada, the western United States, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and the Argentine

1924, the price of December wheat was 
$1.88, and since that time the price 
has steadi!y increased as population 
has overtaken food supply,

mum prices will not remain perman- 
jently on the fairly satisfactory basis
